Flats and shops plan 
‘to kickstart the town’

THREE new shops could be built in 
the town centre - if planning per¬ 
mission is granted. 

Local businessman Glenn 
Edwards, partner at Chippy’s take¬ 
away, has submitted an application 
for three shops and four flats to be 
built on Empire Yard in Brook 
Service Road, just off the High 
Street. 

The new homes and retail units 
will be housed in one building and, 
if approved, would provide a link 
between “the old and new” of the 
town centre, Mr Edwards said. 

“Half of the shops here are empty 
and boarded up and nobody has 
any interest,” he said. 

“You can walk up one end of the 
High Street to the other in five min¬ 
utes. 

“We need something to kickstart 
Haverhill. It’s a new development in 
the town centre - and that hasn’t 
happened for many years. 

“It would link the old of the town 
centre with the new.” 

If permission is granted, the new 
development would sit between the 
High Street and Ehringshausen 
Way - where there is a Prezzo, 
Frankie and Benny’s and also 
Cineworld cinema.

Mr Edwards has lived in Haverhill 
his whole life, and runs the takea¬ 
way with brother Christopher and 
sister Teresa. 


They bought the land on Empire 
Yard 12 years ago, and have been 
using it for their mobile fish and 
chip van every Friday. 


If permission is granted by St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council, 
the three-storey building will face 
the nearby public car park and bus 
station. 

The shops will be on the ground 
floor, with the flats on the first and 
second floor. 

Mr Edwards said: “There would be 
three small shops in the building - 
great for starter shops. 

“We don’t need another takeaway, 
or charity shop or betting shop, but 
a starter shop. 

“It would be great for somebody 
who can’t afford to pay the rent and 
rates in the High Street who has got 
a good idea - this is what we need to 
do for the town.” 

The flats will be ideal for a young 
couple wishing to live locally, or 
someone employed at the new 
Haverhill Research Park site, Mr 
Edwards added. 

At the end of last month, Jewellery 
by Tony Strowger, on the High 
Street, and Morley’s on Queen 
Street announced that they are to 
close. 

Mr Strowger is moving his busi¬ 
ness to Bury St Edmunds after 12 
years in Haverhill, and Morley’s will 
cease trading on March 31 after 50 
years in the town. 

Both Mr Strowger and David Jagg, 
store manager at Morley’s, have 


said that there is not enough to keep 
people shopping in the town. 

Will Austin, town clerk, has previ¬ 
ously urged residents to make com¬ 
promises and use local businesses 
to ensure their future on the High 
Street. 

He said: “People are keen to see 
new things happening in the town 
centre, and new shops being 
opened. 

“We think this development is a 
very good step forward.” 

Chippy’s will celebrate its 60th 
year of trading in Haverhill this 
summer.

Schools and roads 
close as waters rise 


HEAVY rain and rising river levels 
forced roads and schools to close in 
Haverhill last weekend. 

Two primary schools - Burton End 
and Clements - were shut due to the 
water and routes in and around the 
town were blocked leaving traffic 
bumper to bumper on the road to 
Cambridge. 

The Environment Agency raised a 
flood warning last Friday morning at 
6am for Stour Brook at Haverhill and 
Sturmer, and the Bumpstead Brook 
from Steeple Bumpstead to New 
England. 

The river’s peak was at Sturmer. 
Water flooded back gardens and roads, 
as well as turning fields into ponds. 

Prior to this month’s heavy rainfall,

the last flood warning for the area was 
in December 2012. 

Parts of the route between Haverhill 
and Newmarket were blocked com¬ 
pletely, with a mud bank collapsing 
into the road in Wratting and roads 
completely submerged in the Thurlow 
villages. 

Matthew Hancock, West Suffolk MP, 
was in the region last week and rear¬ 
ranged his schedule to visit the areas 
most affected by the rain. 

He spent the morning around 
Haverhill, before travelling to 
Mildenhall later in the day. 

Mr Hancock urged residents to stay 


safe and drive carefully especially on 
wet roads. 

He said: “I am very concerned about 
the flooding that hit West Suffolk. I 
know the emergency services and the 
authorities will be doing everything 
they can to help people affected. I will 
be working closely with them.” 

The flood status for the area was offi¬ 
cially changed to “no warning” on 
Sunday morning. 

Wet weather had an impact across 
Suffolk, with roads closed in Stanton, 
Ixworth, Long Melford and Peasenhall. 

Showers are currently forecast for 
across Haverhill today, with wetter 
and windy weather expected on Friday 
and into the weekend, according to 
the Met Office.

Campaigners delighted 
as turbine plan refused

PERMISSION to build a wind 
turbine, measuring “the equiv¬ 
alent of 18 double decker buses 
stacked up”, on farmland out¬ 
side Haverhill has been refused. 

The decision came after almost 
12 months of discussion on the 
application, entered by lames 
Sills. 

Applause rang out from the 
public gallery as 10 members of 
the St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council Development Control 
Committee voted to refuse the 
application. 

Two members abstained from 
voting and three members 
declared an interest, including 
Cllr Anne Gower, for Haverhill 
North, who lives near to the pro¬ 
posed turbine site. 

Cllr Roger Andre, town mayor, 
Cllr Maureen Byrne, deputy 
town mayor and borough coun¬ 
cillor, and Clive Boase, of Hazel 
Stub, spoke at the meeting, on 
February 6, against the turbine 
plans. 

At the previous committee 
meeting on lanuary 2, members 
attempted to refuse the applica¬ 
tion - but because it had been 
recommended for approval by 
officers, they had to go away and 
investigate the implications of 


saying no. 

Officers had recommended 
that if members were to refuse 
the application, it should be on 
the grounds that the turbine 
would have an “adverse impact 
on the landscape”. 

Members also had concerns 
about the impact on surround¬ 
ing wildlife, the effect on nearby 
listed buildings and how the tur¬ 
bine would interfere with flight 
paths from Stansted Airport, but 
these concerns were not backed 
by English Heritage, Natural 
England or National Air Traffic 
Services, who did not object to 
the application. 

Cllr Andre said: “We are 
delighted that the turbine has 
been refused.We fully under¬ 


stand the position of the plan¬ 
ning officer in terms of the expo¬ 
sure of risk for the borough 
council. We hope it won’t go to 
appeal, but if it does we are con¬ 
fident that our grounds are 
solid.” 

Speaking at the meeting, Cllr 
Byrne said: “Reluctantly I must 
agree that the potential for 
exposing the authority to costly 
risk by pursuing refusal on the 
other grounds we suggested is 
too great to ignore. 

“The visual impact of this pro¬ 
posal has implications for sev¬ 
eral communities and is not lim¬ 
ited to those within the immedi¬ 
ate vicinity - the only ones who 
have any protection in planning 
law. 


“It is a sad reflection on our 
powers as local representatives 
that our capacity to prevent this 
travesty is so limited.” 

Cllr Byrne added that the sole 
beneficiary of the turbine would 
be the applicant - not the local 
community. 

Neville Nicholson, a scientist 
who lives in Helions Bumpstead, 
was also in opposition of the 
turbine due to the dangers it 
could cause to residents living 
and travelling nearby, the blight 
on the surrounding countryside 
and the effect on local wildlife. 

He said: “I think solar panels 
are the way forward because we 
have acres and acres of roofs - 
but wind turbines are a turkey. 

“Thank you to the councillors 
for listening.” 

MP Matthew Hancock said he 
was pleased the turbine was 
turned down. 

He said: “I really welcome this 
decision and I think the council¬ 
lors deserve the credit for reject¬ 
ing this inappropriate applica¬ 
tion. It shows local people on the 
side of Haverhill and the una¬ 
nimity of the decision shows the 
strength of feeling about this. 

“I have heard from many local 
people worried about the impact 
this might have had on them if it 
had been approved.” 


MP votes 
in favour of 
smoking in 
cars ban 

MPs voted in favour of 
banning smoking in 
cars carrying children 
this week. 

Matthew Hancock, 
MP for West Suffolk, 
was only one of those in 
the region to vote for 
the ban. 

Last week, Mr 
Hancock encouraged 
his constituents to get 
in touch via his website 
and share their views 
on the proposal. 

He said: “I am really 
grateful to constituents 
who contacted me 
about this issue. A 
majority were in favour 
of a ban. I thought there 
were strong arguments 
on both sides and I 
understand those who 
oppose this, but in the 
end a majority of con¬ 
stituents who respond¬ 
ed supported the ban, 
largely as the right to 
freedom from smoke for 
a child trumps the right 
to freedom to smoke for 
parents. That’s why I 
voted for a ban.” 

Fifty-eight per cent of 
constituents were in 
favour of the ban, and 
42 per cent were 
opposed.

TO THE FUTURE: What will Haverhill look like in 20 years’ time?

PLANS mapping out the 
future of Haverhill were put 
under scrutiny last week. 

But now that the talking is 
over, objectors have an anx¬ 
ious wait to find out if their 
comments will be written into 
the Vision 2031 document for 
the town. 

Roger Clews, appointed 
planning inspector, held pub¬ 
lic sessions on February 5 and 
6 to discuss issues raised dur¬ 
ing the consultation period - 
but only invited people were 
allowed to speak. 

Among them was town clerk 
Will Austin, speaking on 
behalf of the town council, 
which raised more than 20 
objections to the draft docu¬ 
ment. 

Of these, Mr Austin raised 
the possibility of dualling the 
A1307, delivery of the North 
West relief road, pedestriani- 
sation of the High Street and 


how Haverhill will provide a 
varied retail experience. 

Alongside Ian Johnson, Mr 
Austin also questioned the 
need for Haverhill to have a 
country park, and whether or 
not a relief road to the North 
East Haverhill development 
was needed. 

Mr Austin has had to submit 
some wording for inclusion on 
why pedestrianisation is a 
popular choice for the town 
centre. 

He said: “We are not sug¬ 
gesting that pedestrianisation 
will happen - but we think the 
document should acknowl¬ 
edge the strength of it, and the 
support for it.” 

The town council previously 
carried out their own survey 
on what people would like to 
see in the High Street, and 
found that 70 per cent were in 
favour of no traffic. 

During the inquiry 
Carisbrooke Investments 
asked whether or not land 
east of Bumpstead Road 
should be reallocated for 


housing, as opposed to being 
used for employment purpos¬ 
es. 

There is currently a plan¬ 
ning application in for 
Carisbrooke to build housing 
on the land - on the premise 
that the borough council 
already has the required sup¬ 
ply it needs for employment. 

Despite this, Chris Rand, 
planning officer at the bor¬ 
ough, argued that the location 
might not be suitable. 

The borough also did not 
agree with the town council’s 
plea to include a new objec¬ 
tive - that Haverhill should be 
a place where people can live, 
work and play without having 
to travel - into the plan. 

Mr Austin added: “It is 
regrettable that there has 
been a delay in completion of 
the Vision 2031 document - 
but the borough council 
clearly hadn’t included some 
very necessary changes to 
their original draft. 

“The town council will take 
the opportunity at the further 


consultation to press home 
the case for a sustainable 
future for Haverhill.” 

Following the inquiry, which 
finished for all areas yester¬ 
day, Mr Clews will make 
amendments to the docu¬ 
ment and return them to the 
borough council. 

Sessions also took place for 
Bury St Edmunds, and the 
surrounding rural areas. 

A spokeswoman for St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council confirmed that some 


suggested modifications have 
been added to the plans. 

She said: “The inspector will 
look at them, make any fur¬ 
ther amendments of his own, 
and send back the final ver¬ 
sion to be consulted on. 

“We anticipate consultation 
on the modifications to com¬ 
mence in March and to last for 
six weeks. During this time 
anyone can make comments 
on any aspect of the plans.”

Driver jailed 
for crash 
which killed 
father of two

A VAN driver, who caused a 
crash which killed a “wonder¬ 
ful husband and father”, was 
jailed for 14 months yester¬ 
day. 

Reginald Smith, of 
Brinkman Road, Linton, 
ploughed through a junction 
in West Wratting last year and 
hit scooter-rider Dean Cork, 
who later died of his injuries. 

Mr Cork’s widow, Tracey, 
wept in the public gallery as 
60-year-old Smith was sen¬ 
tenced to 14 months in prison 
for causing death by danger¬ 
ous driving. 

Cambridge Crown Court 
heard how Smith was driving 
his Vauxhall Combo van at 
60mph along Burton Road at 
around 7am on April 23 last 
year when he reached the 
junction with Skipper’s Lane. 

Marti Blair, prosecuting, 
said: “The defendant knew 
the road well as it was his 
route to work every day. 

“He was coming down 
Burton Road at 60mph and 
said he slowed down to 
45mph as he approached the

give-way junction. 

“James Jarvis, who was 
behind the defendant, said he 
saw that the van did not 
appear to slow down and 
went across. 

“He then saw an object 
appear up and knew someone 
had been hit.” 

The person hit was Mr Cork, 
who was riding his Piaggio T5 
scooter from his home in 
Haverhill to work in 


Cambridge. The father-of- 
two died of his injuries less 
than an hour later. 

Stephen Climie, mitigating, 
said Smith’s early guilty plea 
should be taken into account. 

He said: “Mr Smith has 
recently lost his wife in very 
sudden circumstances, and 
understands the family’s 
grief. 

“He has never once 
appeared before a criminal 
court in his life and has a 
completely clean driving 
record.” 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth, 
who sentenced Smith to 14 
months imprisonment, said: 
“You considered a junction 
clear and drove across with¬ 
out stopping as you should 
have done. 

“The family’s grief is unim¬ 
aginable and they will have to 
live with it for the rest of their 
lives.” 

Speaking after the case, 
Tracey Cork said: “Dean will 
be so missed by his family 
and this will not bring him 
back, but it will allow us to 
start a new chapter in our 
lives.” 


Rise recommended for council tax 


COUNCILLORS have recom¬ 
mended a rise in council tax 
to protect community facili¬ 
ties. 

Haverhill Town Council’s 
finance committee met on 
Tuesday and ruled to recom¬ 
mend a 3.69 per cent rise. 

This would mean the pre¬ 
cept for band D residents 
would rise to £111.75 per 
annum - an extra £3.98 from 
last year. 

Will Austin, town clerk, 
said: “Councillors were 

advised that if they opted for 
a rise lower than 3.69 per cent 
they would have to continue 
using reserve funding, or 
reduce their support to the 
community.” 


This rise would go towards 
enabling the town council to 
reduce their expenditure for 
the financial year 2014/15 - 
they are required to save 
£32,000, due to a reduction 
from St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council. 

The main reduction in the 
draft budget so far is in the 
fund for Christmas lights - 
which is going to be cut by 
£15,000. 

Other reductions have been 
spread across all other budg¬ 
ets, and increases are expect¬ 
ed to come from modest price 
rises and voluntary donations 
to free-to-enter community 
events. 

Mr Austin explained that in 


previous years the town 
council has relied on savings 
to balance the budget and 
keep the council tax at the 
same amount. 

He said: “It is like using sav¬ 
ings to do your weekly shop¬ 
ping - councillors have taken 
away their reliance on 
reserves. 

“If a recommendation to 
raise the council tax had not 
been agreed, community 
events might have had to be 
cut, or we might have had to 
reduce our grant aid to other 
organisations.” 

A final decision will be 
made at the full council 
meeting on Tuesday.

The road isn’t bad... 
it’s the drivers on it 

AS a daily user of the A1307,1 feel 
that the recent suggestion of 
creating a dual carriageway will 
not work. There simply isn’t 
enough room to expand on many 
stretches of the road, and dualling 
will just encourage more people to 
speed, overtake, tailgate, and 
jump the queues around Linton, 
causing bottlenecks. 


These are reckless acts that I see 
happen on a daily basis, some of 
which took place in last Friday’s 
slow journey to work in clearly 
hazardous wet conditions. 

Trying to overtake on a fast, wet 
bend, with oncoming traffic is not 
a great way of staying safe, but this 
was ignored by one driver behind 
me on Friday morning. 

I feel that the local police should 
occasionally drive down this road 
in an unmarked car; they might 
see people acting this way too. 
Suffolk and Cambridge council 
could spend a fraction of the cost 
of dualling, instead investing in 
new speed signs and an average 
speed camera to force people to 
maintain a constant speed. 

But more importantly they should 
buy some white paint, and then 
paint two white lines down the 
centre of the road from Haverhill 
to Abington, so nobody can 
overtake, and remove existing 
dual stretches.

PLANS to bring affordable hous¬ 
ing to Haverhill have been delayed 
further in order that a site visit can 
be organised. 

A proposal from Havebury 
Housing Partnership to build eight 
flats and associated parking has 
been contentious from the off - 
with councillors concerned about 
the impact on the road’s traffic. 

If approved, the new homes 
would be built on land north of 
Lower Downs Slade, with garages 
attached, on the inside of a corner 
of the road.

There will be four one-bed- 
roomed flats, and four two-bed- 
roomed. 

Due to confusion about the traffic 
flow on the street, members of St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council’s 
Development Control Committee 
voted to carry out a site visit at their 
meeting on February 6. 

Speaking at the meeting, Cllr 
Maureen Byrne, deputy mayor, was 
jus one of the councillors disap¬ 
pointed with the prospect of hav¬ 


ing to refuse affordable housing. 

She said: “It’s not very often we 
have a dispute with Havebury but 
the town council is very concerned 
that the access to the site is danger¬ 
ous. 

“It is two-way traffic, and the road 
is comparitively narrow for the 
traffic that it takes. I am concerned 
that if people are reversing out of 
garages onto this road there is a 
real safety issue.” 

Another suggestion was that the 
borough council, which owns a 
neighbouring car park, should 


“strike a deal” with Havebury to 
provide allocated spaces for resi¬ 
dents so that garages would not be 
necessary. 

In a previous meeting, members 
also requested that a car free 
scheme be used instead, but Suffolk 
County Council Highways said that 
this could lead to parking and con¬ 
gestion on the street.

Dreaming of a home filled with light, clean 
lines and eco-friendly features, a Barrington 
couple decided to take the plunge and opt for a 
new-build - at the bottom of their garden. Alice 
Ryan pays a visit. 


A RRIVE in the village of 
Barrington, a scant 10 
miles from the bustle 
of central Cambridge, and 
it feels like you’ve traversed 
time as well as space. 

Set out around an 
expansive green - at more 
than half a mile long, it’s 
said to be the largest in all 
England - the village pre¬ 
dates Domesday and wears 
its long history on its sleeve. 
Along with the stately All 
Saints’ Church, which hails 
from the 1200s, the main 
street is lined with lovely 
period properties, ranging 
from elegant Georgian 
houses to chocolate-box 
thatched cottages. 

At first glance, it hardly 
seems a likely setting for a 
cutting-edge eco-friendly 
new-build. But follow a gravel 
path up behind The Old 
Guildhall, itself a grand 17th 
century affair, and you’ll find 
yourself at the gateway to a 
property which epitomises 
contemporary design - both 
in style and substance. 

The exterior walls clad in 
treated timber, stained a soft 
grey-green, the building’s 
defining characteristic is 


a sequence of vast floor to 
apex windows. Built within a 
pocket of native woodland, 
the house is nesded 
between the trees; even on 
a dull winter’s day, the glass 
shimmers with reflections 
of wind-rusded leaves and 
clouds scudding across the 
sky 

Although only a matter 
of months old, the house 
blends seamlessly into 
its surroundings; it looks 
perfectly at home. 

“I always wanted to 
live in a treehouse when I 
was a little girl,” explains 
owner Leslie Turano. “Now, 
when Em upstairs in my 
study - which is completely 
surrounded by windows, all 
looking out into the trees 
- it’s like I really am in a 
treehouse... 

“I watch the birds, look at 
the colours of the leaves, see 
the light change as the day 
wears on. It’s a beautiful spot. 
I love it.” 

Up until November, 

Leslie and her husband 
Chris Taylor had lived in the 
aforementioned Guildhall 
for 14 years. “The garden was 
just becoming too much,”

she explains. 

“And listed 17th century 
cottages are themselves 
difficult and expensive to 
maintain. 

“We wanted a house which 
was cheaper and easier to 
run and, for environmental 
reasons, also more energy 
efficient; we wanted to cut 
costs and cut emissions.” 

After the low ceilings and 
narrow doorways of their 
period property, the couple 
also found themselves 
craving an open-plan and 
light-filled home - hence the 
plethora of glass: every space 
in the house has multi-aspect 
windows. 

“I find my mood is lifted by 
the light, even on a grey day,” 
adds Leslie. “You could sit in 
certain spots in the Guildhall 
without being able to see

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a window; you can’t do that 
here!” 

Leslie and Chris first 
thought about upping sticks to 
another house, but nothing on 
the market at the time ticked 
their boxes. They realised that, 
to achieve their dream home, 
they’d have to build it - but 
plots proved few, far between 
and prohibitively expensive. 

“Then, quite separately, 
both of us looked out of the 
window at this huge garden 
and thought ‘Why don’t we 
try building a place here?’... 
One of the main reasons we 
bought the property all those 
years ago was because I fell 
in love with these woods at 
the far end of the garden, and 
we hardly spent any time in 
them.” 

And so the process of 
planning began. It was, 
concedes Leslie, not without 
challenges; the house sits 
within a conservation area, 
and it took four years to secure 
the final planning permission. 
But once ground was broken, 
in late summer 2012, it was 
full steam ahead. With designs 
drawn up by the team at Neale 
Associates in Cambridge 
(“I just kept saying ‘More 
windows! More windows!’,” 
laughs Leslie), the build was 
project managed by Rodney 
Eggo, who runs local firm 
Allied Building Partnership 
with son Ryan. 

The company does all kinds 
of work, from extensions and 
loft conversions to new- 
builds, and specialises in 
fitting eco-friendly features. 
But this project was far from 
standard, both in its design 
and construction. 

“It’s built from timber - 
nothing unusual in that - but 
the walls are 300ml thick 
and filled with lambswool, ” 
explains Rodney. “We had to 
get specialist beams, which 
are usually used for floors, 
to achieve the depth, and it’s 
the first time we’d ever used 
woollen insulation. Because 
we’re surrounded by so many 
trees, the foundations also had 
to be exceptionally deep; they 
go down 10ft. 

“But building a house is 
definitely the nicest part of 
our job: when it’s finished, 
you stand back and get a huge 
sense of achievement. Every 


single person who worked on 
this house said ‘I could live in 
this’. You don’t often get that, 
but I think there’s something 
special about this place.” 

Along with the ultra- 
insulated walls, the house 
boasts triple-glazed windows 
and a state-of-the-art ground- 
source heat pump. The ground 
floor is all open plan - with a 
double height ceiling at the 
sitting room end - yet it strikes 
cosy even on a chilly day. 

The builders were, says 
Leslie, “brilliant: Rodney was 
always coming up with great 
ideas, like the staircase...” 
Winding up from one corner 
of the kitchen, the stairs 
appear suspended in the 
air; there are no posts, and 
enforced glass panels act as 
balustrades. 

“I didn’t want anything 
that was going to block the 
light,” adds Leslie. “Even with 
the kitchen, I didn’t want 
anything running down to 
the floor, hence all the units 
are cantilevered. I wanted it 
to look as if everything was 
floating.” 

The kitchen is a clever 
combination of chic design 
and genuine utility; a stylish 
deep drawer, for example, 
slides open to reveal a small 
but perfectly formed Fisher 
and Paykel dishwasher (its eco 
credentials include detecting 
the exact volume of crockery 
in each load, and adjusting 
water levels accordingly). 

A dining area leads on 
to the wood-floored sitting 
room, which in turn opens 
on to the study-come-guest- 
room, complete with en suite. 
Everything is decorated in 
muted, natural shades: cream, 
white, grey. 

“We kept it very neutral for a 
couple of reasons,” says Leslie. 
“We have a lot of coloured 
rugs, cushions, paintings - 
things we’ve collected over the 
years and wanted to keep. So 
the decor needed to be a kind 
of blank canvas for that. 

“Also, we didn’t want to 
distract from the main feature 
- the glass.” 

Upstairs are the master 
bedroom and bathroom, 
and Leslie’s galleried study, 
which juts out over the living 
area below. There are oak 
trusses spanning the ceiling; 


a gesture, Leslie explains, 
towards the old house, now 
inhabited by a new family. 

The windows in the 
bedroom, as elsewhere, run 
right up into the eaves and 
Leslie says she and Chris 
had planned to get fancy 
triangular blinds made, “but 
now we’ve realised we can lie 
in bed and look at the stars, 
so we’ve decided to leave it 
open.. 

Work on the house is not 
quite complete: the utility 
room, currently detached 
from the main building, 
is to be connected by a 
conservatory area, and plans 
have been submitted to create 
a third bedroom atop a flat 
roof to the rear of the property. 
To date, the build has come 
in just under budget, tribute, 
smiles Leslie, to Chris’s 
background as an economist. 

Access to the house is by 
the pathway only - the drive 
is further forward, beside The 
Old Guildhall - which made 
some of the building work a 
logistical conundrum. “On 
one occasion we had to carry 
400 sheets of plasterboard up 
the path,” remembers Rodney. 
“It certainly kept us fit.. 

When it came to moving 
their possessions from old 
house to new, Leslie says it 
was done piecemeal: “With 
the books we did it a box at a 
time, passing them over the 
fence!” 

An academic - she lectures 
in property law at King’s 
College London - Leslie came 
to England, from her native 
New York, in the late 70s: “I 
wanted to see the world and 
thought this was the world 
... I always wanted to live 
in either England or Spain; I 
came here to do my PhD and 
stayed.” 

Leslie’s work takes her into 
central London, to her base at 
Somerset House, several days 
a week. Much as she loves the 
buzz of the capital, she admits 
returning to her country 
retreat is a blessing. 

“It’s so secluded here that 
my daughter says going to the 
village shop feels like going 
into town, even though it’s 
only a hop across the green. 

It’s a real haven - worth all the 
work and all the waiting.” 

“I wouldn’t change a thing.”

Return of the 
local rail link? 


THE first steps towards 
reviving the rail link between 
Haverhill and Cambridge 
have been taken. 

Councillors, action group 
members, and Matthew 
Hancock, West Suffolk MP, all 
attended a meeting held on 
February 7 to share their 
views on what having a rail¬ 
way would mean for 
Haverhill. 

Members of the Cambridge 
to Colchester Rail Project 
have been protesting to reo¬ 
pen the line for years - and 
now local authorities will be 
working together on a plan 
for the future. 

The Rev Malcolm Hill, chair 
of the Cambridge to 
Colchester Rail Project, said: 
“There is general agreement 
that all of the authorities and 
businesses have to work 
together and inform each 
other of their concerns and 
come up with plans to 
improve the road and the 
rail.” 

There is a possibility that a

feasibility study will be car¬ 
ried out, and a business case 
set up for the railway - but 
these would cost thousands 
of pounds each. 

The railway stopped run¬ 
ning through the town in 
1967, when the estimated 
population was at 9,000. 

Now, there are more than 
25,000 people in the town - 
and this number is expected 
to grow by 10,000 over the 
next two decades. 

Mr Hill said: “The railway 
would take people out of 
Haverhill, but it would also 
bring people in - it would help 
improve the economy and 
link the town up with the rest 
of the country.” 

Discussions also took place 
on how the A1307 between 
Haverhill and Cambridge 
should be improved. 

It has been suggested that 
part of the road is dualled 
until the All to cope with the 
heavy flow of traffic. People 


would then be able to travel to 
London and Stansted Airport 
more easily. 

County Councillor Ian 
Bates, Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s Cabinet 
Member for Growth and 
Planning, said: 

“Cambridgeshire County 
Council is working with 
Suffolk County Council, St. 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council and Haverhill Town 
Council to look at how we can 
improve public transport 
links between Haverhill and 
Cambridge. The aim is to 
encourage growth in the local 
economy and to lessen the 
number of car journeys to key 
employment sites, such as 
Cambridge Biomedical 
Campus and Granta Park. We 
are looking at different 
options, rail is just one of 
them.” 

Mr Hill said that a public 
meeting will be organised as 
soon as possible, while the 
local authorities look at the 
options.

STEVE Punt kind of remembers the first time he 
met his future comedy companion, Hugh Dennis. 

“I pretty much do,** he says vaguely, going on 
to explain how they almost definitely met in 
their second year at Cambridge (Dennis was 
reading geography at St John*s, Punt English at St 
Catharine’s). 

When he wasn't being tapped up as a potential 
MI5 recruit, the student Dennis was in a comedy 
show at the ADC and Punt and a group of fellow 
Footlights members had "heard on the grapevine 
that there was someone in it who was very good 
at doing voices. None of us were very good at 
doing voices, so we thought let's go and check 
this guy out." Inevitably they met afterwards in 
the Park Street theatre's bar. Well, so he thinks: 

"I was in the ADC bar quite a lot. . ." They were 
all introduced and Punt went for the upfront 
approach: "We said we want to nick your funny 
voices." 

The following year they got better acquainted 
while on tour with the Footlights summer revue. 
"We all got to know each other pretty well doing 
that," remembers Punt. "Particularly doing that 
on a student budget. Ha, we all got very used to 
arguing over the bill for things, there was an awful 
lot of ‘I didn't have any garlic bread'.'' 

From the outside, Footlights has the aura of 
a magical talent factory that churns out stars 
(alonside his and Punt's sterling work on Radio 
4's long-running The Now Show, Dennis is a 
familiar face from Outnumbered and Mock the 
Week): what was it like being on the inside of the 
machine? 

"It was a slightly odd feeling because it was one 
of those things that you know about before you

get there; it carries this reputation with it. I went 
up thinking it's probably really, really difficult to 
get in," admits Punt, who recently played one of 
his Footlights forebears, the uncannily similar Eric 
Idle, in a Monty Python biopic. "It looks like quite 
an elitist thing from the outside, but actually it's 
quite a democratic way of doing things because it's 
the audience who decides which stuff works," he 
adds, alluding to Footlights 'smoker' nights where 
wannabe members turn up, get on stage and hope 
to wrangle a laugh from the audience. 

Punt ended up writing for the revue show in 
his first year and eventually became president of 
the society. Would he have ended up in the same 
career now - screenwriting, starring in sketch 
shows and writing comedy scripts - if he hadn't 
joined? 

"I like to think I would have ended up still doing 
the same thing but I wouldn't have had that level 
of experience or that confidence you get from 
doing a 15-town tour even though you're still only 
a student," he muses. "I think it gave us both the 
confidence to go and start doing gigs in London 
after we left which might have been a bit more 
nerve racking if we hadn't been to Edinburgh. 

"But having said that, certainly at that time, 
the late 80s, the last thing you wanted was to be 
introduced as (putting on a very posh voice) 'and 
here they are, straight down from Cambridge,' 
that was instant death!"

I'M just thankful Jane Asher is so nice 
and polite, writes Ella Walker: 

She was probably already braced for 
the question, because, even 50 years 
later, it's impossible to escape queries 
about an ex-boyfriend that famous. 

I couldn't not ask though could I? She 
did go out with a Beatle. 

But aside from the slightly awkward 
Paul McCartney quizzing and alerting 
her to a raft of fake Twitter accounts 
spewing stuff about her private life, our 
chat went quite well. . . 

The actress, businesswoman and 
queen of the frosted cake world 
is starring in a new adaptation of 
Penelope Lively's Booker Prize-winning 
novel, Moon Tiger, at the Cambridge 
Arts Theatre. 

It starts with 70-year-old Claudia 
Hampton (Asher) on her death bed, 
daydreaming of writing the history of 
the world using her own life as a graph 
to plot it on. 

The first time it has been staged, the 
story spirals through Claudia's past, 
tracking her loves, her losses and her 
regrets, plastered against a backdrop of 
war, incest and literary fame. 

Jane hadn't read the book, which is 
notoriously complex, before seeing the 
script but was instantly drawn to the 


character of Claudia. 

"I'm very fond of Claudia. She's 
difficult, in fact there's a website called 
'hard to like heroines' on which she 
figures!" she says with a tinkling laugh. 
"I know what they mean, she's quite 
abrasive, she's really doesn't suffer 
fools gladly, she appears to be relatively 
unpleasant about her own daughter 
which is not a very attractive trait, 
highly intelligent, very knowledgeable, 
had a very interesting life, but I think 
throughout the book, and the play, you 
understand why she's like she is." 

The play has already been reducing 
audiences to tears ("I hate to say I'm 
glad to make them cry but it makes me 
cry so I hoped that'd come across to 
the audience,") and she admits, on the 
face of it, the plot does sound a little 
"gloomy", but promises it has elements 
of lightness too, explaining how her 
son likened it to the sweeping sagas of 
Atonement and The English Patient. 

"It's very zappy and modern in a 
way," she buzzes. 

And apparently Penelope Lively is 
"thrilled with it" and apparently she 
can be "quite scary" and "a bit of a 
Claudia herself" at times. 

If it's good enough for Penelope, it's 
good enough for us.

WHEN dance films are well choreographed, 
they can jive happily into our affections. 

John Travolta swivelled his hips to perfection 
in Saturday Night Fever, Jennifer Beals traded 
her welder's mask for ballet pumps in the 
sweat-drenched F/ashdance and Patrick 
Swayze and Jennifer Grey sent teenage hearts 
racing as they performed that iconic overhead 
lift in Dirty Dancing.

WHILE the incessant rain may have left garden¬ 
ers* water butts overflowing, it has also inevitably 
claimed its share of casualties. 

Waterlogged plants, nutrients leached from the 
soil and pest and disease problems can all result 
from consistently wet conditions, and those gar¬ 
deners with poor drainage systems are likely to be 
the hardest hit. 

When soil is waterlogged, 
plants literally drown. Water 
fills all the air spaces between 
the soil particles and this 
prevents oxygen from reaching 
the roots. In turn, this causes 
the soil to stagnate and pre¬ 
vents root growth. 

If plants look a bit sickly after 
a week or two of solid rain 
the minerals may have been 
washed away. Restore the 
vigour of plants by giving them 
a dose of liquid seaweed fertiliser. 

"It's absolutely vital that one doesn't walk on 
the soil when it's this wet because you compact 
it and destroy its structure. Don't dig it or disturb 
it but leave it to its own devices until the tide 
goes out," says Guy Barter, head of RHS advisory 
service. 

Plants likely to be worst affected include those 


from dry climates such as lavender and rosemary, 
while lawns can also suffer as a result of exces¬ 
sively wet weather, he notes. Don't mow the lawn 
in wet weather or even walk on it, as the pressure 
can cause structural damage, especially to those 
grown from seed in spring - most established 
lawns can cope with excessive rainfall. 

Barter advises gardeners to 
shelter pots of lavender and 
other container plants by a wall, 
or even put waterlogged pots 
on their side for a few days to 
allow them to drain a little. You 
may need to repot them in the 
spring, as the compost may be 
spent. 

But the wet weather isn't all 
doom and gloom for gardeners. 

"Paradoxically, lawns will be 
growing in these temperatures," 
points out Barter. 

"While in the vegetable garden vegetables will 
still be growing, so leeks will thrive and cabbages 
will still be swelling slowly through this weather. 

By April many things will have come good." 

Bulbs shouldn't be affected by the continuous 
rainfall either, he says. 

"They are really good at surviving this sort of 
thing. Snowdrops and daffodils in particular are

excellent at adapting. Bulbs are generally very 
tolerant of wet soil. 

"We might even get a better show of bulbs 
because in conditions like this they will be pho- 
tosynthesising in the increased light as the year 
progresses." 

Herbaceous perennials renew a large part of 
their root system annually, so they can recover 
from soggy conditions. Perennials also have shal¬ 
low root systems so they can flourish in situations 
with a high water table. 

Most, including those such as hardy geraniums 
and autumn-flowering asters, that do not nor¬ 
mally live in wet environments can cope well with 
wet conditions. 

Plants with big, lush green leaves thrive in really 
wet weather. Rodgersias, rheum (ornamental rhu¬ 
barb) and hostas are well-known moisture lovers. 
Conversely, avoid anything with small, leathery or 
grey leaves. 

Alpines, particularly the succulent ones or 
those with hairy leaves such as sedums and some 


sempervivums (houseleeks), are vulnerable to wet 
weather, so if you haven't yet covered them with 
cloches, do so before it's too late. 

Don't plant bare-root shrubs such as roses until 
the soil has dried out a little, Barter advises. 

"Gardeners will have rose bushes and trees and 
fruit bushes and turf ready to go out and they 
must keep that protected because it will be a rush 
trying to get everything planted when the soil 
finally dries up in February, March or even April. 
Gardeners need to keep their new plants in good 
condition ready for the happy day when they can 
put them out," he says. 

Of course, pests come into their own in wet 
weather and the number one culprit is the snail. 

Barter says: "You often find bulb flowers being 
damaged by slugs and snails. I find putting down 
an old cabbage leaf (held down by a stone) next 
to plants which are being attacked works well as a 
trap. Slug pellets don't normally work at this time 
of year because the slugs aren't moving enough to 
find them."
